We promise to do 
the very best for our sastomers that 
circumstances will permit.

SIR OLIVER MOWAT 


‘The death of Sir Oliver Mowat, Liev- 


tenant Governor of Ontario, which oc- 
curred last week. is the removal of ‘a 
Jand mark rather than a public event. 
At the ogc of 84 and 2i the expiration 
of a term as Lieulerant Governor, it 
would not be within ibe bounds of rer 
son, to look upon the distinguished dis- 
eeusett as a further aciive force in 
Conadian public life, Be hada = re- 
markable career; remarkable for its 
Yengih. and still more remarkable for 
its uniform euccess. Of bim it m ‘ght 
fairly be said that he never made a 
failure. and even his opponents will ad- 
mit thet hié mistakes were few. A 
contemporary of the bate Sir John 
Mocdonaid. his attitude towards pub- 
lic life was a direct opposite and Fe- 
sulted in more uniform and longer 
continued, if not quite such bigh suc- 
eee: In private as well as in public 
fife the influence which he exercised 
was always for good, and his success 
# a demonsiration of the truth of 
the maxim that Honesty is the best 
policy, for his policy was above every- 
thing else, honcosty; not because it 
was policy, but because it was right. 
it is too frequently said and still more 
frequentty believed, that honesty and 
suecess do not travel together in cub 


lic life. Sir Oliver Mowat was the 
most uniformly successful of all pro- 
yinent publi¢ men, and his name and 
fame stands above all else for 
henor and uprigatness lt would 
be a mistake to suppose that 
mere honesty assured the suc- 


geese )«(Cof «(Sir Otiver Mowat’s ca- 
reer, Dut bis carser proved not only 
that honesty is not a bar to success, 
bnt that it is a necessity of continued 
and lasting success. 

In principle and gpolities he was a hi- 
beral and his knowledge of public af- 
fairs extended from the very beginning 
of that responsible government in Can- 
ada which is the achievment of Liber- 
alism, to its elimax at the present 
time. He was born in 1826 and there- 
fore was seventeen years of age at 
the time of the rebellion of “37. He 

ed to see the triumph of ihe princi- 

cs of responsible? government, until 

> principles, for the support of which 
sien were hanged in "37, came to be so 
gwiiversally accepted, that throughout 
the Dominion ef Canada today, from 
the Atlantic io the Pacifir, there is 
met a man, whatever his politics, to 
call them in question. During the 
great part of bis life he saw the des- 
tinies of Canada in the hands of those 
who in the first place unwillingiy ac- 
wepted and adopted the principles ol 
responsible government, but be lived 
to sec those principles and the men 
who advocated them, criumph chrough 
out Canada, from sea to sea, 

It was ane of the most remarkable 
evidences of his ability and character 
that be was able to maintain control 
the gove'nmen. of ihe 
greatest provinee «af the Dominion, 
while ‘he “ominion os 2 whoie, and 
even that province, declared against 
Rberajs and liberalism in Dominion af- 
There could be no stranger ev- 
ilerwe that Be. mere party, but prin- 
riple and eharacter were the secret of 
the confidence which for 60 many years 
was repused by the people of Ontario 
in the government ef Sir Oliver Mow- 
al. 

He was born pear Kingston in 1820 
af Orkney parents.
